ture and exploration which reports from the New World have inspired and an adolescent 
capacity for revelling and mischief, making and playing at love. Her background of 
the life and times is excellently detailed as are the interpolations of the earlier 
history of Oxford, but somehow her characters do not come alive. It is fun, however, 
tostumble on a schoolboy Walter Raleigh, Philip Sidney, etc. As in her modern books 
she is at her best with small children, in this case the motherless family of Canon 
Leigh. There is less of the fantasy quality, less of story, than in Island Magic 
and City of Bells. There is almost too much dependence on atmosphere to carry the 
story along. The emotional quality seem thin, compared, for instance, with Helen 
Waddell's Peter Abelard, which it somehow recalls. But Elizabeth Goudge writes 

with charm and grace and her book is good reading and assured of a market with her 
growing public.

1919 to the present day in a middle Georgia town provides a changing pan- 
orama of events and actual happeninss for Ellen and Buford's marriage, a smug capit- 
alist upbringing in conflict with a newspaperman's liberal ideas and beliefs in 
labor's demands. Ellen, in her selfish pride and loyalty to her father's treatment 
of his mill hands, grows further and further away from her husband, and finally 
resorts to trading on her pregnancy and subsequent weakness after the stillborn 
baby, to keep Buford tied to a town where he is unable to be honest in his editor-— 
ials. He leaves her and Ellen is shocked out of her blindness by the suicide of 
a dear friend who could not keep on living for his ideals.. Overlong perhaps, but 
a full canvas of recent Southern history, and a human picture of a marriage slowly 
disintegrating. Good woman's novel which takes intelligent reading, and a fictional

* A difficult book to place - this fourth Houghton Mifflin Literary Fellow- 
ship Award. The story of Rick Martin, who, after he quits school at 12, hangs around 
colored jazz musicians and discovers in himself a rare, unusual, instinctive sense of 
music, first with the piano, then with the trumpet. Through his spontaneous, inspired, 
purely creative music, he rises to the top in swing, marries a perverse, neurotic 
girl of a completely different class, they break up and at 27 he dies from sheer 
physical ruin, from too long hours, drinking and continual high tension. There are 
some unusual features here, and whether you like jazz or not, is irrelevant, for the 
idea is that of Thomas Mann's Tonio Kroger, who worked with "no regard for himself 

as a human being, but only as a creator", and the picture of the force of this crea- 
tive urge is a real thing. The feel of the book, the terse, rapid-fire lingo, an 
unusual use of metaphor, pack a real punch and make this award an interesting book 


to sell - and read. $2.50

Louise, an idealistic, 
ethereal girl ~- in the tradition of Rousseau's Heloise ~ can only satisfy him spirit— 
ually. His cousin, candid, vital, emancipated, through whom he realizes a relation- 
ship on both planes, he eventually marries. But more important is the graphic por- 
trait of the city, Geneva, the stronghold of old-world values whose decay at the turn 
of the century goes hand in hand with the decline of the aristocracy and upper bour- 
geoisie.

Primitive, ignorant, battered 
by the rebuffs and calumnies of the narrow peasant people, her first slimpse of an- 
other way of life is in the service of a Parisian artist's summer home nearby. To 
escape Mervale, she goes with him to Paris and the pattern is repeated, when she also 
bears a fatherless child. One alone is conscience-stricken for her inevitable fate, 
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the kindhearted, elderty Firmin who discards his promise of chastity to God to enact 
greater Christian charity on earth in offering her marriage and a home. Sentimental, 
slight, but a sincere picture of the peasant people, their crude manner and speech,

Other eminent composers and 
musicians of the period fill the canvas, Gassman, Gluck, etc., with their contri- 
butions to the development of the opera. There is furthermore a vivid and enter- 
taining picture of the life and customs of the time, in Italy, Austria and France, 

so that the interest of the book does not lie solely in its evaluation of the musical 
trend of the period and its greatest figure, Mozart.
